senting a large part of the coun- 
try's distilled spirits industry, stand 
ready to join immediately in dis- 
continuing all use of grain of any 
kind in the manufacture of distilled 
spirits whenever the industry is re- 
quested by the Government to do 
so." 


Earlier in the day Luckman 


met with officials of the Dis- 
tilled Spirits institute, which he 
said represents 60 percent of 
the industry. He said the in- 
stitute decided to recommend 
that "all the industry TW no 
more wheat and 50 percent less 
other grains during the pres- 
ent "emergency."
